A long arm helps a 
pitclier's speed. Few short arm pitch- 
ers havo great speed.

Gregg is six feet two inches tall, John- 
son six feet three-quarters of an inch 
Gregg looks much taller than Johnsoi 
because he is slim.

readily to baseball. Britons cannot un- 
derstand why cricket Is not more pop- 
ular in the United States. The Cana- 
dian who loves the speedy action of 
lacrosse is at a loss to understand why 
.It does not catch on across the border. 
.The same can be said of ice hockey. 


Young America cannot "see" Rugby 


football as it Is played in the British 
Isles, and young England will hesi- 
tate, a long while before adopting the 
Aiherican gridiron code. Yet all these 
•ports number their followers by the 
thousands and these- have been acquir- 
.ed by slow and laborious processes. 


Among the minor sports which havo 


.been battling for a recognition in this 
country, is association or soccer foot- 
ball. Planted on this side of the water 
by British players, it has been played 
.mud.nurtured by them for over twenty 


;year» and finally has taken root. 


The'r.e may be hundreds of thousands 
of citizens :who never have seen a soc- 
cer, football match, but there are ex- 


ceedingly few in the bigger sporting 
centers who have not heard ot it The 
growth of soccer, .not alone in the 
United States, but in most of the coun- 
tries of Europe, has been phenomenal, 
tho game at the present time being 
played strongly in Norway and Sweden, 
France, Germany, Holland, Austria and 
having n fair following: in Italy and 
Turkey.

.eague umpire, says more hits are made 
on bad balls than on good ones. Silk 
las seen thousands of hits made and 
jays a big majority were on balls that 
were too far out, too close or too high 
or too low to be strikes. 
"I don't know any scientific reason 


for it," said Silk. "The only way 1 can 
figure it is that.a batter makes up his 
mind to hit a certain bail, gets set and 
swings, whether the ball is over or 
wide of the plate. 


"A peculiar thing about it is that a 


pitcher generally has more stuff on a 
bad ball thar. on a. good one. That's 
why it goes bad. 
A pitcher devotes 


BO much attention to getting a lot of 
stuff on the ball he sometimes neglects 
control. Free hitters like1 Lajoie, Jack- 
son, Cobb and Crawford seldom hit 
good balls. One reason is that they 
don't get many good ones. Even when 
a pitcher does get one over for Larry 
and a few others the batters let It go 
and then crack a bad one. A lot o: 
hits are made on balls that were, not 
ntended to be hit 
A pitcher will often 


waste a ball when ho has the batter 
n a hole and won't put much stuff on 
t. If a batter can outguess the pitcher 
jn a ball like that it Isn't hard for him 
.o hit"

or the ten rounds. 
Wells has never relished the boisterous 
actics of the rough and ready chaps, 
and Wolgast Is about the ruggedest 
jf the lot. On his first visit to Amer- 
ca, before he had won the lightweight 
itle o'f his native country. Wells went 
in for a joust with Jimmy Howard, a 
welter, without special science or class, 
but willing \to mix It with any one. 
Howard slashed away at the English- 
man from the start and about the sev- 
enth round landed a body Slow that 


sent the Briton to the canvas. Wplls 
said the blow was foul and refused to 
continue the bout. 


If "\Yolgast lands on the Englishman's 


body it probably will hurt more than 
Howard's punch. Woigast's specialty 
is a body blow that assures a consign- 
ment of the bacon to his home address. 
It would not bo at all surprising If 
Wolsrast stopped the British champion 
within the ten round limit

Personally, I figure that I am good for 
about fivo years longer, having been 
with the Athletics five years. I am not 
counting the few months from July, 
1906, when I joined tho club after leav- 
ing Colby. It mcty bo that my theory 
s wrong,.but that's my idea about a 
pitcher's tenure of ofilce."

that ho overslides 'the bag after virtual- 
ly having gained It, and.he intends to 
put In much of his time this winter 
practicing tho art. 
He proposes to 


strap' a'bag down in his back yard in 
Linden. Tenn., and make a baso path 
covered with sand. Then \vhenever the 
notion strikes him he will practice 
sliding toward this bag and hooking it 
with his foc.t a la Cobb. By next spring 
Milan ought to have perfected this 
slide, and if ho does he is going to 
make It very interesting for the other 
players who have a desire for base 
running honors. 


HOW TO CATCH THE SPITBALL, 


BY THOMAS. 


"A spitball pitcher is a hard fellow 


to catch." says Catcher Ira Thomas of 
tho Philadelphia Americans, "for tho 
reason that you often have to throw 
to bases, and If your fingers happen to 
clasp on the spit whero he moistened 
the ball you may throw a wide curve- 
when you whip the ball across the dia- 
mond. There Is an easy way to avoid 
this. 
Grasp tho hall with your four 


fingers when you make the throw and 
the ball will not deflect a lot when you 
fire it away to tho bases. I catch Cy 
Morgan a lot, but I don't often have 
trouble with him, except sometimes ho 
can throw a curve with a loop in it. 
and it breaks so fast that I have to 
hustle to catch it before-it gets away 
from the big mitt."

OLD CURVES NOW IMPOSSIBLE. 


"It isn't the cork center that makes 


the bill lively and causes so much 
hitting." said a veteran student of 
baseball. "It's the fact that the pitch- 
ers find the ball too hard to curve with 
their former skill. You see, the cork 
center Is so large that the twine has 
to be wound more tightly than for- 
merly, and when the cover is sewed on 
the ball is like the one used In cricket 
It is like wood, and tha pitchers In 
gripping it between the thumb and 
fingers find that the surface does not 
give. You can make a. soft ball curve 
almost at will. Anybody who knows 
will admit that. 
But the hard ball, 


such as the big leagues are using now, 
is far different 
The .pitchers can't 


get the old breaks and shoots, and as 
the ball necessarily cuts the plate
